This was in the general election ot IS;)7, wlion 
the territoriid Tories of England had rteovoreel 
from their first disco mfiture, and were rapidly 
enisdnjr groturtd at the poll*. Tluir Liberal 
rulers had fuikd to enlist on their aide tho 
eiierjpes of the people. ■■ No painB vW asm 
taken fiy them," nays the desponttins si ate amen, 
" to show any superiority of popular principles, 
or make the country feel butter oh" 
under their rule limn they would lure been 
under the adverse fiction." 

It is list onis hiii k how the experiences of every 
life are true of nil time ; and that they are no is 
one uf the bitterest reproaches to our boasted 
enlightenment. We Uve in an age of progrosa, 
but havi muiii wiser is our generation in the 
actual cunt emu ff life that depend from day to 
day on human judgnunt, for all that luu p/>ne 
before us ? You may turn at random to a 
speech of DoraoMhwies, and the chanco U 
that yon will light ™ an arnument that might 
be atrirtlj- applied to twine (trample, of tl.ort- 
sigbiedneM or abuse b the Government before 
your eyea. The loftiest ambition* axe shattered 
in the dust, oceans of Wood are wanted, 
Itroapaniuj stoles ara mined ; and the incidents 
are only preserved fox the use of the poet, while 
(he teaaoru that have coat no mueh are utterly 
lost in the direction of human affairs. The 
same round of folly and infatuation is pursued 
by the fimmrits« on the wheel of fortune, 
every autcesetre age. 

.SMMthtw of atf this comes dimly orcr the 
nund, with disquieting reflections, when we 
suffer ourselves to contemplate the condition of 
our own community, and — If we have not the 
philosophical turn of Brougham to abstract 
•utmlves from its pigmy turmoils by investi- 
gating the nature 01 Instinct, nor the claas.Lci.1 
pining of Canning to be rid of its vanity and 
weariness, and iu seiiia down with Horace in 
some country cottage— we at least bans an 
irritating desire to be off to the Snowy Hirer 
<l'fCE"»g», or to the Fijian Arcadia, or to the 
Veddah districts of Ceylon, to have some 
lujalthy distance placed between us and the 
Robertson school of politics and the Lansdownc 
travesties by liichard Jones. It is a relief, 
then, to ftW some tonic not sicklied over by the 
palaver of our jwliticiana. 

Among the acts of Mr. ltoben*oji's funcy 
legislation, when formerly Minister, wa* "it 
Kecropolis Bill, which the Assem'ily, as one 
way of evincing its confidence in his Admirus- 
Irittion. unteremoniously kicked out. Lit lis 
accept it iu the broken leaf to direct us in the 
trackless region wc have fallen upon. There is 
a work of statesmanship to be performed for the 
City uf the Dead ; and passing (o the bu«in.0H» 
of that silent land, let us softly remind Me. 
llobcrtson haw often illustrious benefactors like 
him have had cause to sigh Tor its sweet repose. 
Titt, the " Heaven-bora Minister," who in the 
tlawn of youth was raised to the highest 
eminence of royal favour, and lone; stood before 
Kurojte as the mister* spirit in cottibbklins; the 
policy of Napoleon — tlio immortal Pitt win: 
doiin_ to the (rravc forgotten and deserted by 
his friemls, with not even a hireling band to 
molten his dying lips. And poor tfherldm, 
who might be mure fitly accepted by our 
Minister us his brilliant prototype,— ws all re- 
member the indignant lines of Moors : — 
Oh 1 it v.- k i r,> tho hr^ra-t Id see liwrima so holl iw, 

And spirits ao mL'.m tii the gresi sod high-born ; 
To lids* whst t long line of liUei may follow 

The rebci of htm who died — friendless end lorn ! 

Hew proud ibey ran press to the funeral artsy 
Of.ene whvnn thuy sliutui'd in lili lit-kness an.i 
lorrow — 

How rtiluTs may seize his Lsat blanki t tn.day, 
Wlnw jnll shaU lie hrld up l>y nutjlcs lu-tiinrrow ' 

'I"he historj' of yesterdny gives us the fate of 
one whOj on our nwn little siago of political life, 
Wis courted and honoured in his vigour of 
health and talent, but who sunk in the gr,\v<j 
alhinst deserted. Like Mr. Kemp and Mr. 
Itenichy— like cvervbocty with whom be luj 
ehaken bands— fieorgo Robert Nichols, too, 
was a friend of the Premier's. But our btni- 
ne>» is with the dead. 

r lLe householders of the southern suhurl>^ 
have petitioned Parliament for protec- 
tion nguinst their dead neighbour*. 
Ti.c-y fav there is a ghastly multitude 
of upwardB of eight thousand men, 
women and children, nssctwbled on a hit! in 
their midst, who hive no interest in the affitira 
nf tire living, and who interfere with their 
notions of enjoyment and their modes of suh- 
Msteocc, and turow skeleton shadows on their 
wiilht. This gathering of the dead so neir 
their doors, growing mightier and mightier 
eveiy day, makes them fee! uncomfortable ; 
and they call aloud for the arm of the law to 
stop tits terrible train, of the new-comers. 
■' So more dea-1 1" is the cry of the people of 
Newtown and Carrtperdown. And where tire 
the dead to go ? It is a question for the 
living: — for the statesman, and for the pott — 
for the sanitary reform-jr, and for the Christian 
instiuctor. 

In the great old cities of England the dead 
are piled up in the very centre of the labyrinth 
tit' populous streets. We have seen them, 
(lire* or four tiers of coffins shore the 
level of the pavement, so that the 
horrid churchyard thief could pirpctrate 
Ida " crime without a. name," by simply tunnel- 
ing through Ute street walk. This practice of 
hnrying in the heart of cities seems to hare, 
grown un in the middle ages. For six huadred 
years after the Christian era, the Homsn 
Emperors prohibited the burial of the dead near 
puhlic places ; and id pagan times nearly every 
civilised nation took great pains in. the serrices 
of the grave, ip. which t be interests of the liv ing 
were ecrupulouely regarded. The ceremonies 
and observances, too, seem to have been more 
befitting in sntiant times than in our day 
among the Greeks, the mourning habiiimanti 
were of coarse doth; jewels were cast aside ; 
(he hair of the liring was cot off sad icatterod 
in the grave- Nor Hi the rich lavish their gold 
in costly monuments ; by a sumptuary law of 
Holon no sepulchre was allowed to coit 
more labour than ten men could per- 
form in three days; and further restrictions 
were imposed by Demetrius Phalerens 
The Athenians, however, hod a beautilu! idea 
that Ike dead would rest most happily nearest 
home; he was happiest whose asbes were sepul.

etry and sefencsi — was conytttpsilarnong the 
reals. Th« oration of TmHelts 1 over the 
R stored bones of the Athenian* first slain in 
He PclDponestan war, and whoss 4iodies had 
been burned on the field of battle. mIio H'H ill 
how widely dirTused, how popularly enter- 
tained w is the love nf home burial, and also 
the idea of purification by fire Grecian ideas 
of simplicity nnd homeliness in (he obsequies 
of the dead seem to have died out with the 
glory of wnqBtii, for the funeral pile and 
tepulr.hre of Hephirstion. the private frien'l 
I of Alesimder the Cltcal, cost ICMW or 
I IJ.OUti talents. The gorgeous ceremonies at 
the funeral of Alexander himself took two 
yean in prcpurntion. 

Where hunting was hot practiced, the Athe- 
nians put ehnpli-ls of flowers on the heads of 
the depurted, and throw green boughs into the 
grave. In some of the rural districts of our 
fatherland there are airailar customs. In primi- 
tive Welsh towns we have seen processions 
composed uf all the young people of the place, 
carding flowers, and singing hymns as (hey 
followed the bier of their lost companion ; ami 
Ihey go furth in companies to dress the graves 
at slated periods. But ihe ruthless spirit that 
too nmcli entered inta our oarly laws *nd cus- 
toms followed the dead out of this worlil, and 
Fubjeclcd the senseless clay to various, modes of 
degradation. Thus, the suicide was buried in 
the cross-roads, and the strangled rnilsfactor 
was gibbeted in irons. The traitor's body was 
quartered, nnd the separated limbs nailed up 
to rot in tlut four winds of heaven. Who 
is able to say how mticb these 
bnrkarities contributed to the brutish want of 
thought for the dead in the great towns ? 

But England is wiser in all this than she was 
a centaty ago. Her Cities of the Dead art now 
all be-tmty and repoac, and they are removed by 
a gentle distance from the haunts of the living. 
Why should not ours be so? Why should not 
our Kecropolis be on the sea-aide, with the 
great ocean— that grandest type of eternity of 
which man has any conception— ever heaving 
la before it? A tract of country sufficiently large, 
nnd sufficiently near the metropolis, might be 
dedicated to this hallowed use, where 
generation after generation of the loved 
and loving might be gathered to their 
house of rest, undisturbed by the poor and 
selBsh stragglers left behind, ttnd where the 
flowery memorials of household sffecbion ind 
remembrance might be perpetuated in unbroken 
bloom through aires. 

And why should not the Australians burn 
their dead? What is there in that classical 
mode of preserving the ashes of out loved ones 
which can possibly shock the fines t sensibilities 
of a cultivated mind ? Whit is there from 
whirl! the prejudice, ot an English education 
should recoil ? 1 9 it not mnrc grateful to the 
imagination than the body sinking to a mass of 
corruption raid worms f Let the choice of burn- 
ing be at least permitted by law and recognised 
by society. In ancient Oieece the work of 
exhumation was variously practised. The fune- 
rnl pile as to form and si«s was constructed ac- 
cording to the taste and means of the friends of 
the deceased, and was composed of valued ar- 
titles of the dead and love-gifts of the living, as 
well us fragrant wood and other materials, It 
win lighted us on act of reverent Wo 
by the bands of the nearest kindred, 
and wines nnd perfumes wore poured 
upon the tiamcs. The reader will recollect that 
the body of the poet Shelley was burnt in this 
tender fashion. Among oliier things a copy of 
Keats' Eve of St. Agnes, which Monged to 
Irtish Hunt, but whieh was found clenched in 
Shelley 's hand when bis body wos recovered 
from I lie sen. was cast into the flames, Leigh 
Hunt, who was present with Lord Byron, thm 
speaks uf the ceren,ony : " Jfone of the mour- 
ners refused thcmselvas tlie U'tln comfort of 
supposing that lovers of books and autiqn'tty. 
liiie Shelley nnd his companion— Shelley, in 
particular, with his Greek enthusiasm— would 
not have been sorry to furesce this part of their 
fate. The mortal part of him, too, was saved 
from con-uplion. not the least ex traor Jin try- 
pan of his history. Among the material* for 
tuimmg, ns many of the ^racefuler and more 
rlassical articles as could be procured — frask- 
incensc. wine, itc, were not forgotten; and 
to ihe«e Keats* voluate was added. 
'J'he beauty of the flame arising 
from the funeral pile was extraordinary, 
The weather was beantifully line. The Medi- 
terranean, now soft and loeid, kis-sed the shore 
as if to make peace with it. The yellow sand 
and the blue sky were intensely contrasted with 
one another ■ marble mountains touched the air 
| with ooolnctf : and the flame sf the fire bore 
away towards heaven ia vigorous amplitude, 
I wavering and quivering with a brightness of 
inconceivable beauty. J on might Artec itpscttd 
i n uraphie estftifeiid net la loui out of if, lurmiif

And I ask again, why the Anitralian people, 

with thtir Italian climate and free destiny, 

should net preserve the ashes of their honoured 

dead in gold and silver urns on motile 

pedestals, instead of shutting them in unsightly 

coffins in the dnrt and loathsome grave ?

It ji impossible to proceed further down 
ibe river by this route, as the dcerent becomee 
prciipitiuis ; rock-crowned capen and promon- 
teriea from the table land bang over the course 
of the lorreot, and Sling their enormous frag- 
ments into its channel, as if to obstruct its pro- 
gress te the broad vullics through which it flow^ 
tor some eitrht or ten mtU* to thu «»*lwai J, 
gal hiring Mn-ngtli from a thousand springs be- 
fore it enters the wilderness of mountain* and 
the gloomy gulfs through, whieh it must con- 
tinne its descent to the lower country.

intricate as we advanced, until we en- 
tered a thick scruh, stretching to the 
base of the iar.ge that lay between us and [he 
valley. As a passing gbatn of sunshine burst 
through the cunony of mist, we eould distin- 
guish the naked ctcsi of the mountain known 
aa the Nightcap toppling over our track, Xl 
was but for a moment, as thi; dense cloiubt 
ugain gith*ierl round the peaks, and the deep 
gorges and lower country were obscured by n 
sea of mist, At last lite day wore away, and 
the night elused upon its in a deep glen; the 
*crub was behind, and in our front rose the inter- 
minable mi ss of cold ffrcy granile forming the 
range, Mretching _ upward* ull iil ; t became 
indistinct in misty clouds and vepours; 
heie dreneltcd wi:b dtiiding tain we made a 
virtue of necessity, and resolved to pass the 
hours of darkness. ma*in a a lent of a blanket 
(.than uliick nothing is more suitable in heavy 
weather ■. We stripped ,, bundle of the dry 
cuter bark from the lee side of the neighbouring 
muhoganv trees, for the purpose of making a 
couch on the wel jrroiinJ and lighting a fire ; 
the latter is no r e matter in the heart of 
a dripping scrub.

river again entered a rocky gorge, and fleldv of 
granite eUemnted with belts of un stratified aand- 
atone. ErMerging from the gorge the river 
enters cMcnaive plain* ; at thia spot tike granite 
becomes coarser, similar to that on the Tim- 
barra, and tho wreck of a narrow belt of cal- 
careous sandstone is exhibited on the surface 
somewhat altered. Here gold in pay- 
able rjuuniiiicH wsa obtained from a bar 
in the river, and a -haft twelve feet in 
diameter was sunk on the slopes, but 
never bottomed, as water broke in at a depth of 
twenty -five feet and drove Ihe diggers 
out. Hirer miles lower d»wn a cluster of 
shafts have been aunk and abandoned for the 
same reason. Fine gold can be procured hete 
frem any part of the surfuec drift in the river in 
inch quantities as would warrant the attention 
of projpeetors ; it esista in every creek and 
gnlley from the range, but the detntus is either 
very deep or there is none in the steep descants 
of tbc rocky channels, A little further down 
we reached the residence of tho only in- 
habitant uf this beautiful valley at 
Hall's cattle station. Here we learned 
that the trataleaa route we had 
taken wn not traversed once in seven years, 
and that the few strangers who ever had 
attempted it wen invariably lost far three or 
four days. Borne time since the remains of a 
digger was found in those mountains with hi.-- 
swag banging in the fork of a tree. One of the 
tributaries of the river fairing In about two 
miles below the station is worthy of especial 
no(i«— it is known aa Main Camp Creek, rises 
in the range to the northward, and -was 
near its source with success by in 
early diggers, who abandoned It _for 
rushes to the southward, 
tracei of their labours. 

The very intelligent person in charge of the 
station baa been in the vicinity for fourteen 
years, and he saya that within that period the 
phyaical changes that have taken place in and 
about the valley are incredible. When be first 
became acquainted with the district, the river, 
now Sowing through a deep wide channel, vna 
hut a chain of waterboles, connected by 
marshes through the whole extent or (he plains. 
Main Camp Creek, now a deep rapid stream, 
was a narrow bng, extending to the base of the 
recess in the range, wheie it takes its rise, and 
nearly all the minor streams have altered their 
courses, or come into existence, within his 
knowledge. Open plains have also become 
covered with a dense scrub. 

All these results have been caused by the 
introduction of cattle ; in their search for water 
during a dry season, they have trampled down 
(he marshes, thus forming continuous water- 
courses, and have probably carried seeds from 
the scrubs in their hoofs and bides, the growth 
of which haa been facilitated by the improved 
drainage, Thin would lend to the inference, 
that tho tb gradation cf elevated regions la mere 
lapid than is generally supposed. In the case 
of the Andes there is, probably, an upheaval to 
correspond with their degradation, but in 
Australia, if tuch phenomena exists, it is much 
more gradual in its action. 

When this station was formed the bracks 
were both numerous and dangerous. They 
have, however, dieapjicared. A party of four 
men, w ho were employed to put up the first hut, 
and eneluse the fitit paddock, having neglected 
to bring their arms into the Held, were alt killed 
just as their work was completed. The mur- 
ilertrH could give no reason for the slaughter 
curept that the men ran about the paddock 
like kangaroos, and thai they could net resist 
the temptation of a hunt. This station, 
wnltcd in by mountains, extends to the 
great gulf, beyond which little is known. 
1 our miles below tho house the schistose 
formation** exhibit themselves, reposing upon 
the granites of the lower hills, 1 have made 
an attempt to describe this portion of the de- 
scents from the pkteuu uf Xcw England, be- 
cause, although almost unknown, it is supposed 
by LMiiy to be an auriferous district wldcS has 
been overlooked. Ihal there is some gold in 
tvtiy watercourse falling fmm tha rouge is 
ccnain, but whether there is sufficient to p.ty 
for Hie labour of collection, remain* for the 
miner to prove. 

We nuw cro»s the riecr, and directing our 
course to the south-west, five miles over atvcll 
ing riilgt-s clothed with a bright green 
swatrt. and dotted with forest trees, brings 
you to 1'addy's Creek, at a spot directly 
ftnith of ^owlnn'f Crown, where the channel or 
the stream is intersected by the broad band of 
ulteicil calcareous sandstone previously noticed. 
Here a larae quantity of gold has been obtained, 
and tome parties are still at work with varied 
tuccess | they have followed the precious metal 
into the bills on the west hank ; but as it re- 
cedea from the witete u ur(e, it becomes more 
widely diffused, and the depth of (he stripping 
renders further search unprofitable. As tho 
Eijcani descends te tie flats, it ha- 
tcmes more and more impoverished, until 
the colour only can be obtained. 
Everywhere in this district gold has 
only been discovered in any quantity 
whetc the sandstones have been found in con- 
tact niih, or retting upon, the granites. These 
lower grits without granite, or granite where 
no members of the sedimentary formations arc 
present, appear to be equally sterile ; it there- 
fore seems that (le presence uf both are neces- 
sity to the production of gold in the form In 
which it is found. 

Fiie miles still further in the same direction, 
the granites again exhibit themselves in long 
lines, bursting through tlte green sward on 
the summits of the ridges like the white 
crest of a wave about to break, Here 
you descend upon the basin of the Ann, 
at a point in its course doc south of Mount 
Mitchell. You ate now on the outukirt* of the 
Oban diggings, where extensive excavations 
ottent the pnsl labours of the miner and the 
foimcr wealth of the stream. 

1 his small river rising, as formerly stated, 
from the lagoons at the base of Ben Lomond, 
and flowing parallel to the Satan, effect* a 
junction with that stream above the gulfs. 
Holding its upper courae for some miles through 
the ttappean and ironstone flats on the aummit 
of the main range, it is not until it 
enteia the granites and commences the descent 
to the eaatward thjit It becomes auriferous; 
and only payable when it reaches a aerie* of 
basins, commencing at a line drawn from north 
to south, intersecting Mount Mitchell, and ter- 
lumatrng at a parallel line interMcling Nowlan's 
frown. The river maintains lu goltl bearing 
character below the loiter point u> the junction 
but ithai never been worked loner down, The 
country here is much more open than about the 
Sarah, and the declivity is gradual j the aum-

of sandstone. Thin latter formation abounds near ' 

the margin of the table land and en the tower 
slopes, giving place to gnnlter, which alto disj* 
as yon approach the trappcan -flats and 
on the summit of the range, 
banc and point* of the ridge* falling into 
Ihe basins of lie Ann are mostly what minera 
recognise as made ground formed of the debris 
from the heights, ana consisting of fragments of 
calcareous sandstone, granite, greenstones, 
varieties of porphyry ss disintegrated con- 
glomerates, pebbles of quartr. of ail colour*, 
sulphurate, metals, and clay. Thiri hetero- 
geneous mess derived from the base of 
the scdimantory rocks, and the aurfaee 
of the granites, includes mora or lew 
gold, which differs in its character at the 
mouth of every little gullcy -, sometime* it is 
Sua, at others coarse and nuggetty. 

The lower section of the upper basin, whete 
Ihe sandstones and granites are found in contact 
with each other, proved to be exceedingly rich, 
until the lead was boat in a swnsap near its 
centre on the north bank ; and the number of 
abandoned and ruined huts, deep races, and ex- 
tensive earthworks, are a silent evidence of the 
recent existence of an industrious and nomarous 
population that has disappeared. The succeed- 
ing ba*in, more extensive, teiminntei at 
a ledge of gtanite over which tho 
stream precipitates itself with a fall 
of fifty feet. Above these fulls was the richest 
portion of the river. Here an American party 
commtneed a series of very extensive opera- 
tions, tut ting a race half a mile long, twelve 
feet wide, and nine fbet deep, and blasting a 
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jb a rocky ridge so a* to cany 
the stream clear of the falls. They were never 
destined to complete their grand design, as 
they had only succeeded in getting down one 
small paddock, from whiah they obtained lurry 
ounces of roW at a depth of thtttr feet, all 
striping; 3iey now had tome definite idea 
of the value of Qui ground, and also learned 
that their chauel round the fails was not yet 
deep enough te drain Use bottom of the twin. 
In the meantime the wind* blew, and the rain 
penned, and the flood* cam*, and continued 
month after month, until tha or patience and 
their funds became exhausted together. In 
acme placet such a company would larver die — 
individuals might drop oft* and be wnUoed by 
others, but the company would saTf H«* and 
complete the undertaking. 6na party of three 
succeeded in obtaining twtnty-Eve pounds weight 
of gold in three weeks near the head of the 
basin, with which thev decamped as usual. I 
heard of many other mstancea of auccess, but 
they were all confined to the first season alter 
the diggings wen opened, The population wa* 
scattered during the long Continuance of the 
flood*, and from that period Oban, although 
never worked, and holding out so rich a 
promise, may be aaid to bare been abandoned, 
There are at prevent about twenty digger* scat- 
tered over the gol(t-riet<l fossicking about tike 
old works, and there is a firs v dans pnhlic- 
houae mill in the receipt of custom, the owner 
of which is strong in his faith that the long 
night that has lowend over Ids district will be 
succeeded by a bright morrow.

It li uf the 
firit iniportnocnto the natiTn (hit all settle 
in Kiji phauld iriririathise with lite agents 
t-iunloted in Its rirQizittion.

'Ihe intermixture of men of ideas somewhat dif- 
fering is neccsMry for the preservation of a 
totiniry from the dominance of eeclcsianiiciil 
pewcr, It is a pood thing to be contradicted, 
and especially to hive a spirit of 
tolerance pervading the first movement* of 
tiny " !*■-> . The only dark feature which we 
find in the history of the pilgrim fathers arose 
ftom the intense rigour of their religious opi- 
nion! Hid (heir dread of any intermixture in 
the country of their adoption. While, how- 
vcr, those are our views, we should be happy 
to see the Wcsleym body take measure* to give 
* ehiPtitter tu the new settlement in birrr.onv 
wilh the task their missionaries hire, under- 
taken. 

A small colony, well selected, could not fail 
to be prosperous. It should comprehend a 
variety of callings, as well as a general 
eapicity for agTi cultural toil. Thus the various 
members of the community would assure lo 
each other the help neceiaar'y in the first stages, 
of their progress, nnd would Tield a mutual 
support in (hose trials and difficulties which 
are the price we must pay for my greai ad- 
vantages in (his w orld. 

According to authentic at counts we have re- 
ceived, Tl.ett is now a considerable balf-caste 
population. — some f\0t> — residing on the bland?, 
as well ■« a few English nnd Ameri- 
ca™, Three lie, however, scattered in 
various directions, and in not generally em- 
ployed in any local industry. The great thing: 
necessary ii an emigration of paracmi who will 
go with ihe determination of testing the natural 
productions of the toil. These comprehend 
(he most valuable — abundant timber for all 
puppoaea, sugarcane of extraordinary growth, 
cotton in gieat commercial value. The nativea 
are not unwilling lo labour, and show ■ greater 
amount of physical energy, notwithstanding 
their diminutive itature. than halongs to the 
bulk of Polynesian people. The near- 
ness of tbene islands to the Oritiah 
coloiiies already existing gives (hem I pedal in- 
terest to us. 1( is impossible fop them to grow 
inlo any importance without alimenting our 
trade. Not ii it it all necessary that we should 
continue lo draw our lupnliea of •ugu from 
any great distance when bland* teeming with 
population are In such cloir- proximity to us, 
where the** and other irtir.lt* of constant con- 
sumption irmy be produced in abundance. It is 
very possible, too, that the Kyi* may form an 
important station in our system of steam navi- 
gation, as well ai n valuable resort for our 
ships of wir, 

The great commercial reason urged upon the 
British Government for the c*loniietion of Fiji 
is the adaptation of the islands for the grotyth 
of cotton. Kngtund at presenl depends almost 
eichisively upon foreign powers for this in- 
valuable roaleriul el, miT manufactures. An 
accident susinndiug the supply from America 
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or fhe east woold be attended with frightful 
disorders. It is remarkable that the enenuragc- 
menl originally giten to the introduction of 
sheep lo Australia bearing the wool of 
commerce was founded upon the apprehension 
that our access to Papain or Germany might be 
interrupted. How amply the forethought of 
those days has been recompensed these colonies 
have di-monatratod in a marvellous 



, manner. 

the tune may come, too, when, instead of going 
to Ibr America! for cotton, our own eoSoaies 
may product it, or rather the increasing demand 
may be supplemented without suiwrfcding the 
American trade. 

Wo Iihtc no doubt that the British Govern, 
mtnt has been influenced by the colonising 
rnoiernenls of our great ally. The seimre of 
Tahiti and the occupation of New Caledonia, aa 
well as die Marquesas, has manifested the in- 
Unliorj of ihe Kroncli Government to maintain 
* commanding position in tlie I'm-itic, Knglnnd 
ought not to be behind her gallant rival. It 
hss never been our notion that England nhould 
teck to <ngro«s the world, either to assume the 
task of itt civiliiation, or to monopolise its com- 

merce. ; but this we have lo do to keep a-breant 

of Ihe most |«™crfiil coinrceroia! and enter- 
piisisg nations. 



A t.fcTTEH appeared in our yesterday's Issue 
from a respected torreapondcnl, an the subject 
of the reroiin in lh» law of reel property. wliicJi, 
while on tlie wholo favourable to tha reform 
itself untler certain conditions, nevertheless laid 
great slresa on eitracta from Knglish legal 
periodicals, bidding us beware of Introducing 
the TonnKMs' avutem. But. without any dis- 
respect to the faculty, it may be fairly stated 
lhat advice from this quarter is at least otien to 
Ihe suspicion of not being altogether disin- 
terested, l^gal journals can hardly be eipected 
lo look with great favour on intrusive reforms 
by non-profeseional hands. They Ate to a cur- 
tail, cuicnl crilin Ln tlmir ow-rt cause, 
for they have to defend flic profession 
sgainsi the charge of having orinoied a 
IKusiblc refonii. or. at least, "laboured 
to postpone it. Wlun lavryecTi proclaim them- 
selves to be the only possible law reformers, it is 
incumbent on (hem to try indahoa- that changes 
iiodently introduced by'otheri have been blun- 
den and not impiovcments. 

Opinions may justly differ as to whether 
lawyers have rightly conjectured the effect of 
ihe new system upon llit-ir professional emolu- 
ments. Mun; uf them seem to consider that 
it will destiny their chances of livelihood in a 
profession for which they have been prepared 
by a laborious and costly novilinte. Others 
ridicule the expedition and chuckle audibly 
over the prophecy Ihit the Attempt to 
contrive cheup conveyancing will make double 
work fur the lawyers. Both notions are 
probably equally remote from the truth. 
The attempt to simplify what li capable of sim- 
plifies ii™ will not be a failure, because It 
tUmotiBitiiMe thai success is. possible ; as the 
removal of it great hindrance in the way of the 
irunafri of land wiU incidentally lead to a con- 
siderable argumentation or the legitimate busi- 
ness of the soliritor. No one proposes that 
society shoald do without lawyer*. As long 19 
ihero is a ajsteni of law ttl all — und tlial will be 
as h ug ai the world laali— there mtwt be a 
t lass of men devoted to the atudy of its princi- 
ples, end able as the confidential advisers of 
the community to app'y those principles to all 
ihe incessant avid varying details, of pcrional 
and family interests. 

Hut while entering on no crusade against 
the prnfeision, Mr. ToUIXs km endeavoured 
lo withdraw from ih« elusive possession 
of the laprycre (he practice of conveyancing, 
(■imply because it doe* not nwesairily belong 
lo (hem, and (he public convenience would be 
increased by it being detached, .Nothing but 
cvulom — which is second nitturc — makes an 
Knglislimsn lliink it necessary u employ a 
lawyer to transfer landed property. So such 
necessity exists in the case of other descriptions 
of property. Any quantity of consols, of shares 
in loinl- Slock Companies, of money in a bank, 
of fractions of ship*, ran change hands without 
any legal intervention, nor is there any inde- 
Mructible peculiarity in land which makes it in- 
capable of similar" treatment. Out of the 
c [implication:! derived from the feudal 
system the practice has grown up of 
throwing nil dealings wilh land into the 
hands of the legal fraternity, and to 
diopenae tvitli their asbistnncc is now impossible. 
But once let the transfer of land be relieved 
from the incubus of these complications j let a 
simple Tpgittmtion of title supersede the lumbcr- 
> :; u registration of dcedn, anil then it will be nu 
iiiorethoughtnecciiiirytacallinalawjcrbeforc 
buying a Tiit of land, than to call in a doctor 
before sitting down to dinner. 

Dur correspondent, following in the wake or 
Mr. It.tvKt-B, whom lie quotei, hints that settle- 
ments and wills may be seriously disturbed by 
Mr. Tobhenb' law. But hia measure docs not 
inany respect alter llie law relating to settle- 
ments, nor does it affect the character uf any 
tide, ll eimply creates a change in the mode 
of obtaining that tide. A South Australian 
colonist can will or aettlfl his pro- 
perty ss he pltnsei, and it is quite 
immaterial whether he bought his hpc lions 
through the agency of hia lolicitor. ;ind Jul « a 
box full of deeds to show for it, or whether he 

bought it through the REGJSIH.jtlt-Gb.7* B.U.VL, 

and has only hb single c«rtiEcate of title. One 
way of getting possession waa simpler and 
cheaper (hen the other, thn( ia all, but under 
both forms he holds the freehold, or whatever 
minor interest he may have purchased, and 
those on whom he settles it, or to whom he 
leaves it, will gel just what he gives them, quite 
irrespective of the particular formal process by 
which he came into posaeaeion of it. Our 
t-ortespjinls.it intimates that difficulties will 
arise from the application of Mr. 
Tunnel- a 1 phraseology to the ordinary 
ianguaM of existing legal instruments. 
1-ivtin it this were so, the difMculty would 
be only temporary, and might be easily miti- 

rd. But la there any noewsity for abiding 
Mr. ToiHEiri' phraaeology, il i' can be 
proved to he faulty ? The principle of his Act 
in one altogether independent of the use of par- 
ticular words. That principle conaiibj mainly 
in substituting registration of title for registra- 
tion of deeds, and so long aa this ii secured, it 
mitten little whether old-fashioned legal terms 
are retained in use, op a new jargon is invented 
to fit the new system. 

The mistake of Mr. TotnEss that is adduced 
by the writer of the Jtiritt, and over which he 
rejoices so greatly, it one which it wua quite as 
modi lb* business of the colonial Crown law 
officers, or the Speaker of the Assembly lo 
have detected, as it was that of 
the author of the meaiuro, Nor 
will It lead to the trapiiUtion and 
embirtafiment which the writer fondly antici- 
pates, no one who has bought under Mr. 
Tonm.**' Act will be at all frightened. The 
T'arliament which encouraged him to do ao, and 
even in cifcs of recent purihasc from the 
Crown compelled him to do so, will secure him.

Our correspondent re feis with dismay to that 
" terrible Aral clause ^ in Mr. T.>j;i;t;>r," Act 
wherein, In half a doien tinea, he sweeps 
awuy the whole English system of teal 
property law, so far n it may be 
inconsistent with the new Act, but yet 
does net specify what Laws aro thus 
repealed. We mint eonfcsi the clause is 
rather slashing, and ii enough to take the 
breath out of a lawyer's body. And it is not a 
style of law making that is to be commendtd, 
li can only be juatiSed on the ground or its 
bcinji neceaaary. Will any one undertake to 
specify every clause in every Act that is affected 
by Mr. TuSLkEK*' wholesale formula of repeal ? 
Perhaps, the most learned body of conveyancers 
would shrink from the task. But in that cue 
to abstain Tram a thorough reform, until ill the 
effects of Mich a reform upon the existing In- 
tricacies ef the law could be foreseen and 
described, would simply be lo foreclose reform 
altogether.
